The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose; in a method of making a spring wire by connecting one end 
of a fiber layer to a translating mandrel (primary portion) with the fiber being bonded to

the primary portion by a matrix, winding the fiber at a tangent to a helix of value p and 
supplying the fiber through a funnel at the helix angle and imparting rotary motion to the 
fiber at a speed (co) to wind a helix shape around the mandrel, wherein the fiber before 
being wound around the mandrel licks the frustoconical interior wall of the funnel, the 
funnel having an apex angle of 20 and a small base diameter of D+2E with a value T of 
a translation speed being w = T/DTr[tan(TT/2- 0)].
